Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . - On 8th December 1957 , inforination was received at 
Police Station , Porsa and Ralpura Armed Outpost, that a gang 
of dacoits would visit village Chak -Madhopur that night. Willi 
out any loss of time, a party of Police consisting of six officers 
and 33 men of the Special Armel Force assembled at Raipura 
Outpost and marched to Chak -Madhopur . The party arrived 
at the village just after midlıiglit and were deployed in front 
and on the right and left flanks of the village . It was a dark 
night and though every precaution was taken by the Police , 
the dacolts , who were heavily armed with modern weapons, 
became aware of their prcscnce and opened fire from a dis 
tance of 30 yards on thic front section . The Police Telurneri 
thc fire 19 a result of which notorious dacoit Phatela was shot 
dead. On the right Hank , Jacoit Jobara opened fire and tried 
to cscape but was noticed by Constablc Atinatim Gavade, who 
quickly cut across his path and confronted him t a clistance 
of about 10 feet. Jobara fired at Atmarain Gavade mortally 
wounding him in the stomach , but the Constable rcturned the 
fire killing the dacoit before himself falling dcad ncar him , 
Constablc Atmaram G :lvadle sct an inspiring cxample of courix 
and devotion to duty of thc highest order . 

2 . This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissiblc to officers of and below the rank of Ins 
pector of Police as provided in rule No. 5 .
